And more efoecially 
thfli^ whole Courfe and Series of the Life of tlje^ 
t>'.)c>tr. hatb.beeri but one coptinped Confpi-^ 
racyagainft the 'Rcfoniied Religion, andtlie^ 
Rights of the Naffoii :.For, whbever confider?:. 
his contriving the burning of UonJofr,. his infti-.. 
gating a Confederacy with Frdn^ey and a War^ 
miihffoBand, fomenting the Popilli Plot, art<i> 
encouraging tb^Mtirthcr of Sir £^. GoJfrei^,^ 
hfs ihafrging Treafon againft Prbteftants, fub- . 
oriiih^' WirnefFcs to fwear the Patriots, of our. 
Religion and Llbertiefs out of their Lives ^ his^, 
feripg execrable Villains to aflaffinafe the late. 
Earl of-fi^f-v, and caufing thofe others to be. 
cland^incly cut of/ In Hopes to conceal it ; 
hiS^advifingand procuring the Prorogation and, 
Diflfolution of Parliaments, in order to prevent, 
tHerr looking into his Crimes, and that he might 
-efc^pc the Juftite of the Nation ; fiich can i-^ 
marine nothing fo black and horrid in it felf,] 
Oi< (^ ruinods and deftruckive to RtKgionaiKi] 
theKtngdom, which wc may not etpcftfrom^

^ '^fhc very Tyrannies which he hathexerci- 
fed^firrce he foarched the Crown from his Bro- 
tfier^^H^ad, do leave none under a Poffibility

pC fiatceriog themfelves with Hopes of Safety, 
either in their Confciences^ Perfons, or E* 
fbtes : tox^ in Defiance of all the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm, made for the Security 
of th& Reformed Proceftant Religion, he not 
only began his Reign wich a bare-faced Avow- 
ing himfelf of the Romi^ Religion,, but qaU'd in 
Multitudes of Priefts and Idfuics^ tor whom the 
Law makes it Treafon to come into this Killg^ 
dom \ and hath impower'd chetp to exercife I- ' 
dolatries : And beOdes his being daily prefenc 
at the Worlhip of theMafs, he hath publickly 
affifted at the greateft Fopperies of theix; Su- 
perftition. Neither hath he been more tender 
u trampling upon the Laws which concern pur 
Properties, feeing iii. two Proclamations, 
whereof the one requifxs the Colleding of the 
Cuftoms, and the other the continuing that 
part of the Excife which was to expire at the 
late King's Death ; he hath violently, and a« 
gainft all the Law of the Land, broken in up- 
on our Eftates. Neither is it any Extenuation 
of his Tyranny, that he is countenanced iii it 
by on extrajudicial Opinion of feven or eight 
fuborned and forfworn Judges ; but rather de« 
daring the Greatnefs and Extent of the Con^ 
fpiracy againft our Rights ; and that there is 
no Means left for our Relief, but by Force of 
Arms: For, advancing thofe to the Bench that 
were the Scandal of the Bar ; and conftituting 
thofe very Men to declare the Laws, who are 
accufed and branded in Parliament for pervert* 
ing them, we were precluded all Hopes of Ju- 
flicein Wefimlnfier-Hall \ And by packing Ju- 
ries together by falfe Returns, new illegal 
Chaners, and other corrupt Means, be doth ac 
once deprive us of all £xpeAations of^Sucrp^f 

t where 
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Whepfc ofir Attctftots were wbttt terfrntf It ; and 
hopes » reftcter tSat which ottght tdbe. the 
Pedpte's Fettcei agalnft Tytanhy, ' mid- the 
66iflfeyatbf of Aeir Libcrtfcs, the Me4fts of 
fiibvcrtifttf ill otft laws, and of fcff^Hilhing 
dfhisArDitraritie% dhd GOrtfitm'mg our Thtal- 
^OM'. So that tmtef^ we could be contente^ to 
fte the AeForme* Pfoceftant Religion, atiditich 
a$ ptdkXk it 6xtitpa(!ed> Popifh ^lipetfKttoft imd 
Idolatry eftal>ii(h'd, the Lawi of the Eand 
trampiol under Foot, the Liberties a'lfid Rights 
of the tngUfh Vw^ fubirerted, and all that is 
Satred attd Cirii, or of r^rd aiA!oin|;ft Men Qf 
Virtue or Pierjr, violated j and unleB^ we coukl 
be willing to be Slavts as well a^ ^dlfts, and 
foi^et the Etample of our noble and generoH$ 
Ancefton, who conteyed bur Privities to x» 
at thefitpence of theft Blood aiid Treafure^; 
and wii^hu, be unmindful of our £)tity to Go(C 
our Gottttt^ and Potterity ; deaf to thfc Crie? 
and Groam of t>xA oppre&d Friends, and be 
fatisfied not only to fee them and otir febeg 
ittiprifbned, roblrd and murdered, b^it the Ptor 
t^ant f ntereft throtrghout the whole Worl4 
betrayed to Ptawt ahd Rome ^ we are bound, ag 
Men and 'Chfiftfans, and that in difcharge ot 
our Duty to Cod, and our Country, and fot 
the Satisfeaibh of the Prbteftant Nations round 
abitotus, tobetate our felves to Arms \ which 
wt take Ileayen and Earth to witnefs, w^ 
flionld not hire done^ had not the B^alfce of 
our Enemies deprived us of all other Means of 
Redrefs j and were not nhb Miferies chat we air 
teady feel, iihd ttrcrfe Which do further threaten 
us, worfe than the Calamities of War* And k 
i^not fbr any perfonal Injuries, or private Diu 
cohtcpc$> nor in purfaahca of any corrupt In- 

' Mrtfl 
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^ tereft^ chat we take our Swords in our Hands; 
/ but for rindicacing our Religion, Laws and 
^ Rights, and refcuing oar Country from Ruin 
^ and Deftru^ion, and for the preferving our

' Idolatry- Wherefore, before God, Angels and 
^ Men, we (land acquitted from, and do charge 
^ upon our Enemies, all the Slaughter and De^^ 
^ vaftations that unavoidably accompany intc^

^ Now, therefore^ we do hereby folenlnly de* 

* clare and proclaim War againfl 7- P^ of r. as 
^ a Murderer, and an Aflaffin of innocent Men> 
^ a Tray tor to the Nation, and a Tyrant ovec 

/ the People : And we would have none chat ap- 
^ pear under his Banner to flatter chemfelves with 
' ExpeAation of Fonivenefi, it being our firm 
^ Refotution to profecute him, and bis Adhe^^ 
^ rents, without giving Way to Treaties and Ac-» 
^ commodations, until we have brought hira. 
^ and them to undergo what the Rules of the 
^ Couftitucion, and the Statutes of the Realm^ 
^ as well as the Laws of Nature, Scripture^ and 
^ Nations, adjudge to be Punifliment due to the 
^ Enemies of God, Mankind, their Country, and 
^ all things that are honourable, virtuous, and 

^ An^l though we cannot avoid beinfi fedfibte 
^ that too many have, from Cowardife, Cove^* 
^ toufnefs and Ambition, co*operated to the 
' fubverting of our Religion, and enflaving theit 
^ Country ; yet we woald have none, irom a 

* Defpair of finding Mercy, perfevere in their . 
^ Crimes^ nor continue the Riiin of the King- 

^ dom: For we exclude none from theiBeneatot . 

* Repentance, that will join witl;i us in retrie-* 
^ ving that they har* been acceffary to theLofs , 
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of : Nor do we defign Revenge upon any, but 
the obftinace^ and fuch as (hall be found at this 
Jundure yielding Aid and Affiftance to the 
faidjf.D.ofr. 

^ And that we may both govern our felves ih 
the Purfuit of this glorious Caufe wherein we 
are engaged^ and give Encouragement to all 
that ihaiUflift us in fo righteous and necelTary 
art Undertaking, i^e do, in the Prefence of the 
Lord, who knoweth the Secrets of all Hearts^ 
and is the Avenger of Deceit and Falihood, 
ptoclaim and publilh what we aim at ; and for 
the obtaining whereof, we have both deterrtii- 
ped to venture, and are ready to lay down our 
Lives. And though we are not come into the 
Field to introduce Anarchy and Confufion, or 
for laying afide any Part of the old Englifh Go- 
vertmtcnt, jzt our Purpofes and Reiolution^ 
are,t6 reduce things %^that Temperament and 
Ballance^ that future Rulers may remain aMe 
to do all the Good that can be either defired or 
exp'e3:ed from tfaem ; and that it may not be 
in their Power to invade the Rights, and in- 
fringe the Liberties of the People. 
. ^ And whereas our Religion, the moft valua- 
ble thing wd lay claim unto, hath been fhaken 
by unjuft Laws, undermined by PopiOi Coun- 
fels, and is now in danger to be ftibverted, we 
"are therefore refcJlved to fpend our Blood for ' 
preftreing it to our felves and Pofterity : Nor ' 
will we lay down our Arms till we fee It efta- 
jbKfhed and fecured beyond all Probability of 
being fupplanted and overthrov^ti, ^nd until 
all the Pinal Laws againft ^\\ Proteftant ' 
Ditfenters be repealed, and 4egal Prbvifion 
iftade againft their being diftutbed by reafpn of 
thefr. Confciences , and for their enjoying 

* an 
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f tn leqoal Liberty with ocher Proteftaats. 
^ And that the Meeknefs <aod Parity of ouc 
Princi(ries> and the . Moderation and RJghte- 
joafnefs of cur Eni, may sipp^ar unto s^U j^en» 
W0 do declare^ That we wil) ppt m^fce Wai? 
^pon or deftroy any for theif lUligion, how 
falfe and erroneous foev^r : So that <tbc very 
Papift^^ provided they wjoh^raw from the 
Xent$ of our Enemies^ and be 00( fouod 
Guilty of coofpiring our ppflru^ion, or Abet* 
tors of them ihit f^ it, have nothing to fear 
or apprehend from u$, except what may hinder 
their altering our Laws^ and endangering our 
Perfoos in the Profeffion of che reformed Do-' 
&noc and Exercile of out Chriftiaq Worihip* ' 
^ Our Refolution in the n^xt place is, To 
maintain aUthe jaft Rights ^nd Privileges of 
Parliament, and to have Parliaments annually 
qhofen and held, and not (vorogued, dilTolyed 
or discontinued within the Year, before Peti* 
tions he hrft anfwered, and Grievances redref^ . 
fed. 

^ And feeing .many of the Miferies under 
which the Nation doth groan, arife from dif- 
placingfiich out of the Nuiober of Judges as 
would not, for the promoting Popiih 9nd Ar- 
bitrary Dcfigns, wreft and mii-appily the La^s, 
and from conftituting Corrupt and Mercenary 
Men in ^heir Rooms> on purpoie to ftretch (he 
La wsbeyond the Reafon akd Inientionof them ; 
and to declare that for Law which is not ; we 
can neither with iilence pafs over the mention- 
iiig of them i nor ihould we have Peace in oui: 
- felves^ if we did not ec^avour to prevent the 
^ like Mifchief in time to come : For by Rea(bfi 
^ of ill Mfin's being advanced to the Bench, and 
[ holding their Places only Jt$r0nH htne flacito^ 

b » ' ! ma- 
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f many Pcrfons have been cc)ndcmriccl in cxOtbi- 
^ taot Fines for no Crimes, dr for Very fiiiali 
^ ones : Many Statutes made for the Safety of the 
^ Stihjcift, particularly the Hakeair 'Cotpus ^6t , 
^ have been wickedly eluded, to the Oppreffion 
•f of the Innocent and Loyal Men. The Popiflj 
f Lords that were impeached in Patliament for 
^ a mod hellifh Confpiracy, have, tothe fub- 
^ verting the Rights of the HoufeoifLordi, been 

* difcharged and fct free, the impoHng a 
^ Mayor and Sheriffs upon the City of Lonim 
f by Fraud and Violence, hav^ been juftified, 

* ^nd thofe who in difcharge of their Duty op- 

* pofed It, illegally profecuced, and arbitrarily 
^ punifhed. London^ and other Cities and Cor- 

* porations^ have been robbed of their Gh'ar- 
f ters upon unrighteous Judgments of pretended 
^ Forfeitures. Sir Thomas pjirmfirong executed 
^ without being allowed the Benefit of a Trial.' 

* Collpnel Algermon Si/af^e; condemned to die up- 
? on the Depdfition of one fcdndalous Witnefs, 
/ And that Loyal and Excellent Perfon, the late 
T tViUiam Lord RuJJ'el] murthfcred' for alledged 
' Crimes ; in reference to which, if all had beeii 

true which was fworn againft him, yet there 
was nothing which according to Law could 
have reached his Life. Upon the Confiderati- 
ons afdrefaid, we further declare, that we will 
have Care taken for the future, for the debarring 
ignorant, fcandalous and naercenary Men from 
f tte Adminiftration of Juftice ,* and that the 
^Judges fiidli hold their Places by the ancient 

f Tenure of quani diu ft bene gejfirint ; and tO 

' leave it to the Wifdom of a Parliament, to fet^ 
tie (bme Way and Method ^r the Approbarioft 
of fuch as fhall be advanced to the Degree and

f And Torifoiuch as the InvaiionmaSe 6n the 
Right of Cities, Burroughs, and Towns Corpo- 
rate j. the feifure of their Charters, whether by 
•Surrender, or upon pretence of Forfeiture, have 
beenwhoUy arbitrary and illegal; we likewife" 
therefore declare, vee will, to our utmoft, en-' 
deayqurtp fee them repofleiTed in- what the/ 
formerly hady and could legally lay claim to ; 
and that 'we do efieetn all Judgments given a- 
Lgainft them, and all Surrenders made by a cor* 
i>rDpt and perjured Party amongft them, nult 
and void in Law ; and do hold and declare 
their old Charters, not withftanding the new 
ones lately granted, to be good arid valid : And 
accordingly, we do invite and encourage all 
honeft BurgefTes and Free^men to re aflume 
the Rights and Privileges, which by virtue of 
the faid old Charters^ belonged to their feve«' 
ral and refpedtive bbrporaittons ;* and to deli- 
ver themfelves from thofe late Parafites, ^nd 
Inftruments of Tyraiiny let upl to opprefs them; 
^ Moreover, for the refloring the Kingdom tor 
its Primitix'e Condition of Freedom and Safety, 
we will have the Cor for at hn and Militia A3s re- 
pealed : And all Outlawries of Treafon againft 
any Perfon whatfoeyer, upon the late pretend- 
ed Proteftant Plot, raverfed ; and alfo, all other 
Outlawries, Banifliments, Warrants, Judg- 
ments, Imprifbnments, and Injurious Proceed* 
ings againft any other Perfons^ upon any of 
the Penal Statutes, made againft Proteftant Dif- 
fenters, made null and void. And we will . 
h^ve new Laws enacted for placing the Eledi^ 
oh of Sheriff in the Freeholders ot the fevetal 
^^uhties, for fettling the Militia in the feveral ^ 
Shirefs, and for preventing aJl Military ftahdiDg 
Forces/ except what (hall he raifed and ^ept upf 
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^ by Anthority and Confene of VzAiimmi. 
* And whereas feveral Geodemen, and others, 
who hare been worthy and zealous Ailertors of 
the Froteftaot Interen^ and Laws of the King- 
dam, are no^ in Cuftody in divers Places with* 
in the fijealin, upon moft unjuft Accufations, 
Pretences, Proceedings and Judgments; we do 
hereby further declare their faid Impriibn* 
ments to be illegal j and chat in cafe any Vio- 
lence (hall be offered to them, or any of them, 
we will revenge it to the utmoft upon fuch of 
our Enemies as iball fall into our Hands. 
^ And whereas the faid J. D. of 2". in order to 
the expediting the Idolatrous and Bloody De^ 
figns of the FiapKls, the gratifying his owd 
bonndlefs Ambition after a Crown, and to hin- 
der Enquiry into the AfTaflinattoa of Arthur^ 
Earl of Effexy hath poifon'd the late King, and 
thereby Hiiapffefted his Ingratitude, as wellai 
Crittky to the World, in murthering a Brothel 
who had alax>ft rained hitnlelf to preferve and 
proteft him from Punifliment \ We do there- 
fore further declare. That for the afcrr^aid 
villanous and unnatural Crime, and other his 
Crimes before mentioned, and in purfuance of 
the Refolucion of boch Honfes of Parliament, 
who voted to reyenge the KLing's Death in cafe- 
he came to an untimely Eni^ we will profecute 
the faid J. D.^lT. till we have brought him to 
fuffer what the Law adjudged to be the Punifli- 
ment of fo e^xecrable a Fad:. 
' And in a more particular manner. His Grace 
the Duke of M$nm$u$bj being fenfrble of the 
barbarous and horrid Parncida committed 
upon his Father, do(h refoli^ to purfue the 
faid J. D« of r. as a mortal and bloody jBnemy ; 

f ai^ will endeavour, as ifi^eU with his own 
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Hahdy fis by the Affiftance of bis Friends^ and 
the Law^ to hare Juftice executed uponbida. 
^ And the faid James ^ Duke of Monmoutb, 
the now Head and Captain General of the 
Proteftaht Forces of this Kingdom^ afTeriiBIed 
for the End aforefaid, from the GenetQufneis 
of his o wn Nature, and the Love he bears^ to , 
thefe Nations, whofe Welfare and Setttoment 
he infinitely prefer to whatfoever concerns 
himfelf, doth not at prefent in&fl upon his Tl* 
tie, but leaves the Determination thereof to 
the Wifdom, Juftice and Authority of a Parlia- 
ment legally chofen, and a^ing with Freedom; 
And m the mean time doth profefs and dedard, 
by all that is facred. That he will, in Cori- 
jundion with the People of England^ employ all 
the Abilities beftowed upon him by God and 
Nature, for the Re-eflabli(hmenc and Prefer- 
vation of the Proteftant Reformed Religion in 
thefe Kingdoms, and for reftoring the ^bjeds .

And 
as we do befeech, require and adjure all fincere 
Proteftams, and true EngUfh Men, to be affilt* 
ing to us againft the Enemies of the Gofpel, 
Rights of the Nation, and Liberties of Man- 
kind ; fo we are confident of obtaining the ut* 
moft Aid and Succour which they can yield usl ^ 
with their Prayers, Perfons and Eftates, for 
the dethroning the faid Tyrant, &c.

IT is proper in the neitt Place, to give a brief 
Accoanc how the Scots, who took Arms in 
^ their own Country, againfl: the Tyranny 
of King Charles^ ancl YiinRjames IL were treat- 
ttr. ^ TrlSf e were leveralTniurredcions there, oc* 
calion'd by the barbarous Oppreffion of the Pref* 
byterians^ ifor not conforming to the Tyranny 
in Church and State then fee up^ which they 
protefted they could not in Cotifcience doyfmce 
that Government was not only contrary to the 
Fundamental Laws of the Nation, but to their 
;]nim:iples, and the fblemn Obligations which 
the King and Kingdom lay under by Oaths a- 
gainft it; and that it was attended by iuch an un^ 
limited Prerogative given the King by a pack'd 
Parliament as empowered him by Virtue of bi^ 
Supremacy, which they called an inherent Right 




to the Crowt^y * That he and his Succeflbrs might 

* fettle, enaft, and emit fuch Conditucions, 

* Aifts, and Orders, concerning the Adtniniftra^ 

* tion of the External Government of the Church, 
^ and the Perfons employ M in the fame, and 

* concemirig all Eccfefiaflical Meetings, and 

* Matters to be propofed and determined there- 

* in, as they in their Royal Wifdom (hould think 

* fit. Thefe are the very Words of the firft Aft 
-of the 2d Seffions of the firft Parliament ofCha.lL 
and of the firft Ad of the fecond Parliament. 

To force a Conformity to this fort of Govern* 
inent in Church and State, which King Charles IL 
had folemnly abjured at his taking the Crown of 
Scotland upon him. High Commiffidn Courts 
were not only fet lip by the Prerogative, which 
'dfted contrary to Law, but Soldfers were em- 
ployed to opprefs, pillage, harrafs, impriibn^ 
fine, and confine, beat, and bind like Beafts> 
thofe who refusM it. Sir James Turner, a bloody 
and atbeiftic^l Mari^ commanded in three fiich 
Expeditions againft the fVeftern Shires o{ Scotland^ 
in 166;, i66y, and i666. where he and his 
Troops exaded from the poor People of Galloway 
and NithfdaUy for their Nonconformity, betwixt 
4 and 5000 /• Sterling, befides the great Charge 
they were at by giving free Quarters, and Mo* 
ttey, to the Soldiers, to forbear the Barbarities 
which they praftifed on their Perfons and Fa- 
milies. There was alfo levied by v^ay of Fine^ 
without any Crime alledged, from 152 Gentle- 
men, and others, near 7000 /. Sterling, befides 
free Quarters to the Soldiers fent xp levy it,which 
amounted to as much ; and notwithftanding the 
Money which was paid to thofe barbarousTroops 
to make them forbear Cruelties, it was their 
common Cuftom to deftroy all the Provifions 

F and 



and Sobftance of cfaofe they qaarteied Upon, and 
to fill the Bellies of their Serrants and Dogs, be* , 
fore they woald fbfFer the poor Families to eat 
any of their own Provifions ; nor did they be- 
hare themfelves thus only to thofe who did not 
conform, but to many Gentlraien and others 
who did ; it being plainly the Defign of the Court 
to ruin the Weft of ScoiUni ; becaufe that part of 
the Kingdom had always, firom the Time of the 
Reformation, (ignalized their Zeal for their Re* 
iig^n and Liberty. It was ufiial with them af-* 
ter they had ruin'd the Tenants to quarter upon 
their Landlords ; and thus they harrals'd and 

}>luoder'd that part of the Country three Times 
ucceflively in the Years above-mention'd : And 
befides the Money thus exaded, they forced 
People to give Bonds for fuch other Sums as they 
thought fit, by which theybeggar'd abundance 
of Families. And when any complain'd to the 
conmianding Officer of thofe Inhumanities, they 
were commonly beaten, or otherwife barba- 
roufly treated. The Soldiers did likewife be- 
have themfelves fo atheifiically, that they pub- 
lickly mock'd at all Religion, utter'd moft horri- 
ble Curfes and Oaths, raviih'd Women, and in 
ihort, their Behaviour was more tike Savages 
and Pagans than civilized Men and Chriftians ; 
and after they had thus ruin'd the Country, they 
extorted Certificates from the People, That they 
had beep civilly us'd, on purpofe to prevent their 
making Application to the Government for Re« 
drefs J and when they had nothing left to pay 
what the Soldiers demanded^ they were barba« 
roufly nfed in their Perfons^ and carried to Pri- 
(bns, tied Hand and Foot, like Beafts. After 
the Country had been 7 Months thus opprefs'd 
in Sir Jatnesh third Expedition^ three Ccmntry* 

men 
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men met fenrof his Soldiers carrying a poor old 
M^m, one of their Neighboors, in that manner 
to Dumfrcis : they begg'd the Soldiers to onty 
him, who, inftead of doing it, attack*d the Coun- 
try-men with their Swords, bat were worfted in 
the Scuffle, one of' them wounded, and the o- 
cher three threw down their Arms. This encoa- 
laged thefe Men, with (bme others, to attack 
lo or 12 more of the Soldiers, who were in like 
manner oppreffing the People in that fame Pa- 
rifli, and thefe they aUb difarmed, having kiU'd 
one that made an obftinate Refiftance* The 
Neighbourhood knowing that Sir James would 
take a terrible Revenge upon them, about 74 of 
them took Horle, and with a few Footmen^ 
marched to Dmmfreisy where they took Sir James, 
and dilarmM his Men* Having done this, they 
march'd to the fTefi^ where the People were op- 
prefi'd in the like manner, and being join'd by 
others, came at laft to be 7 or 8oo. Upon this 
Lieutenant General Dalwtl was ordered to march 
againft them with the regular Troops, they were 
declared Rebels, and ordered to lay down their 
Arms within 24 Hours after the Proclamation 
was publiAed, without^ the leaft Aflurance of 
Pardon, and all the Subjeds were ordered to af- 
iift the General, on pain of Rebellion. This 
poor Handful being thus made defperate, they 
marched within two Miles of SJMtsrgby and a 
Ceilatioa was agreed between the General and 
them for one Night, until their Grievances and 
Petition might be prefented by him to the Coun-r 
ciL This made them fecure, and the General^ 
contrary to Agreement, furpris^'d them juft a^ 
the Time when his Meilenger was delivering 
their Petition to the Council. They made ^ 
^ut ReiUtance^ and repi^ls'd h^ advanced

Troops three Times, but being vaftly inferior iQ 
Number, and jfatigu'd wich long Marches^ Hun* 
ger. Rain and Cold, they were defeated on the 
z^th of Nnvemhery 1666- 40 of 'em killM, and a- 
^ove I ;o of them taken, many of whom were 
executed with the greateft Cruelty and Barbari- 
ty, and fome of them tortured by an Engine cal- 
led a Boot, to make them difcover others, and 
fuch as had given them any Affiftance or Relief, 
^efides, it was made TreajTon for any one to 
harbour fuch of them as had efcaped. This was 
the firft Infurredion in Sett Ian Jy known by thQ 
Kame of ?entland-liiUs^ which was the Place 
where they fought. 

Thefe Barbarities ferv'd only to incenfe the 
Country, and to make the People of theWeftem 
Shires more averfe to Conformity than before* 
This occafion'd many fevere Laws to force them 
to a Compliance, which not having the defign'd 
Effed, an Army of barbarous : Highlanders was 
twice brought down upon the Country, which 
ichey plundered, treated the People with all fort 
of Inhumanity, garrifon'd Gentlemen's Houfes 
contrary to Law, impos'd Bonds and Oaths up- 
on the People without Authority of Parliament, 
and committed fuch other Outrages, as if they 
had been in an Enemy's Country. But ail this 
iioc prevailing with the People to conform, or to 
abftain from Worfhip in the Fields, when they 
could not do it in, Houfes, Troops were employ- 
ed to attack the People where-ever they were af- 
fembled, which obliged them frequently to ftand 
on their Defence^ and all that did fo being made 
Guilty of Death,' this brought on the fecond In- 
furredion at BoibweU-Bridgey in 1679. where the 
ipoor opprefled People being vaftly out-number'd 
\>y the King's Army, under the Command of the 

' Duk$ 
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Diike of Monmouth^ about ^oo of 'em>afcer a 9t<om 
ReHftance, were kill'd^ the reft put to flighty 
and above looo cakeo^ and carried to Edinburghy 
where they were a long time kept in an open 
ehurch-yard without any SheUer from Cold or 
Rain ^ feveral Minifters and others were execu- 
ted^ and about 1700 taken there, and at other 
iPlaces before, fold for Slaves to America, and 
other Parts, 200 of which were caft away neat 
Orkney^ thro' the Barbarity of the Captain of the 
Ship, who order'd them to be kept under Hatch<- 
es, when his Ship ftruck, otherwife they might 
have efcaped as well as he, and his Men, anda- 
bout f o others of their Fellow Prifoncrs. 

The Country was made a perfed Scene of 
Horror «nd Cruelty, by the Purfuits which were 
made after thofe who efcaped from the Fields 
and the profcribing, or putting to Death fuch 
as were found to give chem any Relief, though 
their neareft Relations. And Ads were made 
to make it Death for any Presbyterian Minifter 
to preach, or People to hear them, in Houfeor 
Field. ^ 

Thefe barbarous Oppreffions made a Part of 
the People fo mad, that fome of them thought 
themfeives abfolved from giving any further O- 
bedience to King CharUs II. or thofe commiffionr 
ed under him ; and therefore took upon them to 
declare that he had forfeited his Crown by his 
Perjury and Tyranny, and that they would no 
more own him as their Sovereign. Tho' this 
was known to be contrary to the declared 
Principles of the Presbyterians, and perfeftly in- 
confiftent with what they held themfeives to be 
obliged to by the Solemn League and Covenant^ 
which bound them to maintain the King's juft 
Prerogative, and the Ailtbority o£ Parliaments, 
^ from 
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firom whom thdr Kings derived thdr Anthority, 
and widunic whofe Cooienc cbey held cfaey could 
HOC be deprir'd of it ; yet the PraAice of thofe 
few defperate Men was made a Handle to op- 
preG all the Presbyterians^ and to impofe new 
Oaths and Bonds upon dirai* In die mean time 
that Handful of Men who had thus thrown 
off the King's Aothority^ were porfaed from 
Place to Plauce, and kill'd without any Tryal, 
wheie^cYer diey were fouid ; and the Soldiers 
had an ill^;al Power given them by the Council 
to tender a Bond, or Oath, to all that they jAe^ 
led, to di(bwn dbe Declaration of thole Men ; 
and if they lefufedir, they were prelently to kill 
them; arid thus they murdered, without any 
Tryal about 78 People, in (everal Pans of the 
Country, and in (nch a barbarous manner, that 
they would not allow thofe poor People Time 
to recommend themielves to God, before they 
were fhot or ftabb'd, but anfwer'd them with this 
atheiftical Sarcafin, Wbas the Devil have jom been 
ibing fo many Tears ? HaVtjou bad time emotigb U 
fray in the Caves and Aitmntains 1 

The murmuring Fa&ion cannot pretend that 
the prelent Rebels were forced by any fuch £x* 
tremities as thefe, to take Arms, nor have they 
any Ground to complain of any fuch Inquifitpr- 
like Proceedings againft their Friends ; and 'tis 
well for them 'tis fo ; otherwife there had been 
fuch a Harock long e'er now among the High- 
Church Party, that few or none of them would 
have been left to belch out Lies and Treafoneve* 
ry Day againft the Government. 

I come now to the laft Infurredion in Sc^t^ 
landj before the Revolution, which was that un* 
der the Earl of ArgyU^ already mention'd : The 
Caufes of it are to he feen in his D^clarattoa, 
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as above, to that there^s little more to be faid of 
it^ but that his Lordfliip not being able to raife 
above 2000 Men, becaufe of the Precautions 
which the Government had taken againft him 
upon the early Notice they had of his Defign, he 
only wander'd about for 6 or j Weeks, in the 
Weftern Highlands, where being blocked up by 
the King's Men of War, and ftraiten'd for Pro- 
vifions, abundance of his Men deferred; and co- 
ming at lait toward s Dumbatton and Glafgowj he 
was intercepted by a numerous Army, and his 
Men perceiving that the Enemy was ten times 
their Number^ and being alio wearied out with 
long Marches, want of Provifions, and Sleef^ 
moft of them withdrew in the Night, and the 
few that kept together were after fome Skir- 
miflies with a Party of the Enemy, whom they 
defeated, obliged likewile to difperfe ; the Earl 
himlelf, with a few more, were taken, and exe- 
cuted at Edinburgh, as about 20 of his Men were 
at his Seat a: Innerary in the Highlands ; and ma- 
ny others taken up afterwards on Sufpidon, or o« 
therwife, wcTchsLniOai'd to Affterica. 

Tis obfervable. That the Earl was not execu- 
ted upon the Account of thb Rebellion ; but be- 
caufe of an Explanation which he offered of the 
Tefl that had been made, for all thofe in Places 
of Power and Truft, when the Parliament of 
Scotland fettled the Succeffion upfon the Duke of 
Tcrk : This was fo much the more extraordinary, 
that feveral of the Epifcopal Party had »been al- 
low'd to take it with fuch Explanations, becaufe 
it was contradidory in itfelf, and were nevec 
called in queftion for it : But the Realbn wh^r 
die Earl was pick'd out to be a Sacrifice, was 
the Greatnefs of his Quality and Power, which 
the Omrt knew would make it difficult forthed 

to 
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to cairy on their Popift and Tyrannical Deftgns 
in Scotland^ fo long as a Perfon of his Weight aod 
Imereft in the Country was left in being. 

After his Defeat,7awef U. thought he might do 
what he would in Scotland; He perfecuted the 
Presbyterians with the Heighc of Barbarity, and 
overturn'd the Confticution by an arbitrary Pro- 
clamation, Ftb. 12. 1687. wherein he granted 
an unlimited Toleration by \\\% Sovertign Autbo- 
rilyy Prerogative Rojial, and ^^folute Power^ which 
he alledg'd all hit Suhjt&j ought to oh^y without Re* 
ferve : This, with other things mentioned in the 
Scbtf Declaration of Rights, brought on the Re- 
volution there, as appears by the ijth Ad of 
their Convenrion, Wgr. 11. 1689. wherein they 
charge him with having invaded the Fundament 
tsl Confliiution of the Kingdom; That he alte- 
red it from a legal limited Monarchy to an arbi- 
trary defpotick Power ,• and in a publick Procla- 
mation afferted an a^folute Power to annul all 
theLaws, and particularly arraigned thofe which 
eftablifh'dthe Proteftant Religion. 

I come nexf to take a View of King '^famet IPs 
Adminiftration in Ireland. Soon after his Accef- 
fion to the Britij}* Throne, he fenc that bigotted 
Papift and Tyrant the Earl of tyrconndt to bo 
Lord Lieutenant of that Kingdom, at the Re- 
queftofthe Popifh Clergy there, who, in their 
Letter to the King,of 7Wy,i62y. faid, ' That Tyr- 
' connel was the Perfon that did firft efpoufe, and 

* chiefly (naintain their Caufe for the laft zf 
•' Yearsj and was the only Man on whofe Fortt- 
^ tude and Popularity they durft with Chear^ 
^ fulnefs own their Loyalty, and aiTerthis Ma- 

* jdty's Intereft: Therefore they prayed. That 
^ hii Majefty would be pleated to lodge his Ac-' 

* thority in his Hands, to the Terror of the Fa- 

* aion, meaning the Protcftantt. 3/r*
